LAST WILL AND TESTAMENT 


I, BURDETTE G. JOHNSON, an unmarried man of the City 
of Clayton, St. Louis County, Missouri, do hereby make, publish 
and declare this to be my Last Will and Testament, hereby revok¬ 
ing all testamentary dispositions heretofore made by me. 

ONE: My executors shall pay out of my estate all my 
just debts, the expenses of my funeral and burial and all estate 
and inheritance taxes arising by virtue of the transfer or re¬ 
ceipt of property under this instrument and no such taxes shall 
be charged against any specific devise or bequest. 

TWO: My executors shall apply the sum of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) for the care of and floral tributes for the 
graves of my parents and myself in my lot in Valhalla Cemetery, 

St. Louis County, Missouri, and my executors may establish a trust 
fund for such purposes with said amount on such terms as they in 
their sole discretion mpy provide. 

THREE* I give all my home furnishings, decorations and 
bric-a-brac except the books in my home library to STELLA HALL 
COWAN, of Oklanoma City, Oklahoma, if she survives me, otherwise 
to MARY COWAN CRUZAN, if she survives me. 

FOUR: I give the books in my home library to MARY COWAN 

CRUZAN, if she survives me, otherwise to MARY HEDGCOCK SHEFFIEID, 
of Seattle, Washington, if she survives me. 

FIVE: I give and devise to MARY COWAN CRUZAN, if she 
survives me, otherwise to STELLA HALL COWAN, if she survives me, 
my realty improved with a two-family apartment at 7552 Buckingham 
Drive, Clayton, Missouri. 

SIX: I give and devise to MARY COWAN CRUZAN, if she 
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survives me, otherwise to MARY HEDGCOCK SHEFFIELD, if she sur¬ 
vives me, the realty constituting my residence at 712 Audubon 
Drive,Clayton, Missouri. 


SEVEN: I give and devise any other realty I may acquire 

to MARY HEDGCOCK SHEFFIELD, if she survives me. 

EIGHT: I make the following specific bequests which may 

be satisfied in whole or in part by cash or by securities at their 
then market values: 

(a) To EARL E. JOHNSON of Los Angeles, California, if he 

survives me, the sum of Five Hundred Dollars($500.00)• 

(b) To JOE C. MINTER of St. Louis, Missouri, if he survives 

me, otherwise to hi3 wife, ELLEN C. MINTER, if she 
survives me, the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars ($2500.00). 

(c) To STELLA HALL COWAN, if she survives me, the sum of 

Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($7500.00). 

(d) To MARY LEE SPARKS KONZ, of Madison, New Jersey, If she 

survives me, otherwise per stirpes to her descendants, 
the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2000.00). 

(e) To DOROTHY SPARKS LARSON, of Webster Groves, Missouri, 

if she survives me, otherwise per stirpes to her de¬ 
scendants, the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2000.00). 

(f) To WILLIAM C. HEDGCOCK, of Chicago, Illinois, if he sur¬ 

vives me, the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00). 

(g) To DR. PERCY B. NEMAN of St. Louis, Missouri, If he 

survives me, the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00). 
NINE: I give, devise and bequeath one half of the remain¬ 

der of my estate to MARY COWAN CRUZAN, if she survives me. In the 
event she does not survive me, her said share of the remainder shall 
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pass one-half per stirpes to her descendants if she leaves any de¬ 
scendants surviving me, otherwise to STELLA HALL COWAN, if she 
survives me, and the other half to STELLA HALL COWAN, if she sur¬ 
vives me, otherwise per stirpes to the descendants of MARY COWAN 
CRUZAN if ahe leaves any descendants surviving me. In the event 
neither MARY COWAN CRUZAN, STELLA HALL COWAN, nor any descendants 
of MARY COWAN CRUZAN survive me, the one-half of the remainder of 
my estate provided for in this clause NINE shall be added to the 
assets passing under clause TEN hereof, 

TEN: I give, devise and bequeath the other half of the 
remainder of my estate to MARY HEDGCOCK SHEFFIELD, if she survives 
me, otherwise said share shall be added to the assets passing under 
clause NINE hereof, 

ELEVEN: In the event neither MARY COWAN CRUZAN, STELLA 
HALL COWAN, any descendants of MARY COWAN CRUZAN nor MARY HEDGCOCK 
SHEFFIELD survive me, then I give devise and bequeath one-half of 
the remainder of rqy estate to MARY LEE SPARKS KONZ, if she sur¬ 
vives me, otherwise, per stirpes to her descendants, and the other 
half to DOROTHY SPARKS LARSON, if she survives me, otherwise per 
stirpes to her descendants, 

TWELVE: Any assets to which any person who is a minor 
Is entitled under the foregoing provisions shall be held by ray 
trustees separately in trust for the use and benefit of such minor 
and such assets may be, in the discretion of the trustees, paid to 
said minor or to any person, firm or corporation for his or her 
benefit. Any assets not so paid out shall be turned over to said 
minor when he or she reaches majority. My trustees shall have the 
power to Invest the assets of said minor in all types of real and 
personal property whether or not considered lawful investments for 
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trust funds, and may contract and deal with the trust assets in 
any way an Individual could do with his own property. My trustees 
shall be GEORGE E. GES3LER and ERIC P. NEWMAN. They or either of 
them may appoint a successor trustee or trustees for each trust 
for the benefit of a minor. No bond or security shall be required 
of any trustee hereunder. 

THIRTEEN! I am engaged in a business known as the St. 
Louis Stamp & Coin Company, in which I maintain a stock of goods, 
chiefly of coins. The orderly liquidation of my stock of goods 
will be best accomplished by the continued operation of the busi¬ 
ness in a similar manner to that in which it has heretofore been 
conducted by me. I desire my executors to continue to operate 
said business In such manner without court approval. If possible, 
during the administration of my estate. In order to obtain suffi¬ 
cient cash to pay the claims, taxes, expenses of administration 
and specific bequests. 

My executors for such purpose may, among 
other things, maintain a business office, hire employees, send 
goods on consignment, and sell at such prices and on suchterms as 
they may determine. 

My executors may then distribute the remain¬ 
der of my estate In such assets as are then held and in making 
divisions, apportionments and evaluations, the decision of my ex¬ 
ecutors shall be conclusive and binding on my legatees. My execu¬ 
tors shall also have the power to make partial distributions of 
the remainder before the specific legacies are paid if they retain 
ample assets to make all payments having priority. 

FOURTEEN: My executors shall be GEORGE E. GESSLER and 
ERIC P. NEWMAN. In the event either of them fails to commence or 
to continue to serve, the other shall act alone. In the event 
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neither of them is able or willing to act, then DOROTHY SPARKS 
LARSON shall be successor executrix. No bond or other security 
shall be required of any of the above-named executors.
